Charges On Navy 


Moral Laxity Is 
Printed In ‘Record’ 


Methodist Chaplain Says 
Prostitution Permitted 
In Japan Occupation 


Washington, Nov. 26—A _ chap- 
lain’s letter charging naval auth- 
orities with laxity on prostitution 
and venereal disease control among 
paces! in Japan has been pub- 
ished in the Congressional Record. 


Addressed originally to the Des 
Moines Register, the letter from 
Navy Chaplain Lawrence L. La- 
cour, Des Moines Methodist min- 
ister serving on a ship at Yoko- 
suka Naval Base near Tokyo, was 
entered in the Record under ex- 
tension of remarks at the request 


of Representative Howard H. Buf- 


fett of Nebraska. 


Chaplain Lacour reviewed the 

avy’s policy on the problem from 
the date liberty parties were first 
permitted ashore, September 11, 
and charged that: 


On some ships warning of the 
high incidence of venereal dis- 
ease was given the men but on 
others “the commands refused to 
do anything to discourage pro- 
miscuity and gave no warning 
about expected venereal inci- 
dence. - 


Men gathered the impression 
that the medical department had 
eliminated all danger though it 
was revealed three days later 
that of a typical group of pros- 
titutes 51 out of 60 had syphilis 
and were not being treated, that 
there would be no further exam- 
inations, and-that no policy of 
treatment or. segregation would 
be followed. 


“Coincidental” with the visit 
of Archbishop Spellman to Tok- 
yo all red-light districts were 
declared out of bounds, there 
was little open violation, and 
the number requiring prophylac- 
tic treatment “decreased remark- 

. ably.” 

Three weeks later, over the 
unanimous protest of the fleet 
chaplains at Tokyo, a house of 
prostitution was opened with the 
approval of the naval authori- 
ties, to be “operated with the 
understanding that all the wo- 
men were diseased.” 

While many of the men were 
“the type one might expect to 
‘patronize such a place, most of 
those involved were “younger 
men” and “the accessibility of 
women in this place was a factor 
contributing to the first sex ex- 
perience of some of my men.” 

Concluding his letter, Chaplain 
Lacour asserted the Navy’s pol- 
y of “unrestricted sexual oppor- 
tunities with diseased women’ is 
“no solution for the problem of 
venereal control.” “American peo- 
ple should insist that the Navy im- 
mediately adopt a policy of rigid 
suppression in regard to prostitu- 
tion,” he said, and urged that the 
Navy be “charged to consider the 
moral aspects of policies governing 
personnel,” 


In his introductory remarks Mr. 
Buffett said Chaplain Lacour was 
the first Navy chaplain in Japan, 
landing ahead of General Mac- 
Arthur, and identified him as a 
member of the Des Moines Metho- 
dist Conference.

God Ignored In

in the sphere of Russian influence. 


After three weeks of study and 
conferences, the new educational 
charter was approved by delegates 
representing every major country, 
except the Soviet Union. This 
new agency, the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultur- 
al Organization, for the first time 
places education on an _ internat- 
ional basis. 


The constitution, adopted with- 
out opposition, enunciates some vi- 
tal principles. The importance of 
removing filiteracy and misunder- 
standing is emphasized. In its 
preamble the charter announces 
that a wide diffusion of culture 
and the education of men for jus- 
tice and peace must constitute a 
sacred duty which all nations must 
meet in a spirit of mutual inter- 
est and help. It insists that a 
peace based exclusively upon the 
political and economic § arrange- 
ments of governments would not 
be a peace which could secure the 
unanimous, lasting and sincere sup- 
port of the peoples of the world 
and the peace and moral solidar- 
ity of mankind. 


It is for these reasons, it is 
said, that the States wh6 are par- 
ties to the new educational, consti- 
tution, believing in full and equal 
opportunities for education for all 
in the unrestricted pursuit of ob- 
jective truth and in the free ex- 
change of ideas and knowledge, 
are determined to develop and to 
increase the means of communi- 
cation between their peoples and 
to improve these means for the 
purposes of mutual understanding 
and a truer and more perfect 
knowledge of each other’s lives. 

This new Organization will have 
as one of its chief goals the col- 
laboration among nations and, 
particularly, new developments and 
research in the educational field. 

With Miss Ellen Wilkinson, Min- 
ister of Education for England 
and Wales, acting as president, 
the London meeting established five 
commissions to study a draft eon- 
stitution prepared by the Confer- 
ence of Allied Ministers of Edu- 
cation and circulated to the United 
Nations with invitations to the 
Conference. However, drafts and 
proposals submitted by other na- 
tiens received full consideration. 

Chiefly, the Charter says, the 
new Organization is to>eontribute 
to peace and security by promot- 
ing collaboration among the na 
tions through education, science 
and culture. This, it is held, will

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Bishops’ Plan 
To Reduce Strikes 


Hail Originality Of 
Social Action Department 
Fact-Finding Board 


Washington, Dec 3—(NC)—The 
proposal by the Social Action De- 
partment, Nationa! Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, for setting up 
impartial public fact-finding 
boards to facilitate the settlement 
of industrial disputes opens an 
avenue of approach to reduce the 
number of strikes which do not 
carry with them the support of 
public opinion to a minimum, ac- 
cording to Senator James M. Mead 
of New York. 


He hailed “the originality of the 
suggestions” contained in a letter 
by Bishop Karl J Alter, chairman 
of the Social Ac*‘aon Department, 
and said that they carry “a new 
element of thought” into the con- 
sideration of the tabor-management 
problem. The letter, originall 
addressed to Secretary of Labor 
Lewis B. Schwellerbach and Judge 
Walter B. Stacy, chairman of the 
Labor-Management Conference, 
was read into the Congressional 
Record. 


Senator Millard E. Tydings of 
Maryland, who also expressed his 
general agreemeni with the pro- 
posal, emphasizec the warning, 
contained in the letter. against 
compulsory arbitration. “It would 
start a dictatorship ” the Maryland 
Senator said, “if we compelled men 
on the one hand or industry on the 
other to do something which they 
thought would in the end bring 
ruin on either. 


“T do not believe forcible settle- 
ment can be achieved without po- 
tential liabilities which far out- 
weigh any temporary advantages 
if that policy should be promulgat- 
ed and continued,’ he said. 

Agreeing with this point of view, 
Senator Mead declared: “If we set 
up the machinery for the settle- 
ment of disputes, if we give to the 
participants all the information 
and all the knowledge necessary 
for the effective settlement of dis- 
putes, and then if we maintain in 
this democratic -ountry - ours 
real democracy in the settlement 
of industrial disputes bared upon 
the freedom of the worker, I be- 
lieve we will become the outstand- 
ing example to the industrial na- 
tions of the world.”

Amanda Gamache, donated the St. Louis 
property upon which the church of SS. Mary and Joseph 
stands. She attended the French Ursuline academy and then 
married Harry McMeal, son of a Pittsburgh, Pa., coal baron, 
who was prominent in the world of journalism. While he was 
president of the National Press club, he and his wife at- 


tended banquets all over the nation, meeting the great and re 


near-great. Among their special Hoosier friends were George 
Ade, Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, Tom Taggart, Booth 
Tarkington, James Whitcomb Riley and Opie Read. 

Survivors of Mrs. McMeal include a sister, a brother and 
a niece who is known throughout the stage and screen world 
as Bebe Daniels, but whose real name is the same as Mary 
McMeal’s. 

Her married life was short lived. At her husband’s death, 
she applied at St. Peter’s church in Chicago, for admission into 
the Third Order of St. Francis and was accepted. Like some 
of the Saints of old she renounced worldly honor to serve the 
Church. She told the Franciscan Fathers.she would like to be- 
come a priest’s housekeeper where she could retire from the 
world, but she desired that the parish be near Chicago so she 
could attend meetings of her Order and take part im Franciscan 
actPrities, and she also asked that the parish te which she 
would be assigned would be small and poor. 5S. Cyril and 
Methodius at North Judson was her choice and became the 
beneficiary of her endowments. She disposed of her jewels 
and wealth and became Father Van Rie’s housekeeper there. 
When he was assigned to St. Joseph’s parish she came here 
with him. 

Her motto, “Work and Pray,” was carried out daily tc the 
end of her life.

Europe's Elections 


We were not surprised at the 
election in Hungary a few weeks 
ago, and in Austria more recently, 
because after World War I, we 
spent considerable time in those 
countries and discussed the effects 
on the populace of the Bolshevik 
invasion under the leadership of 
Bela Kun shortly after Red Fasc- 
ism was established in Russia. 

The distaste they had of Bolshe- 
vism has been in the memory of 
Austrians and Hungarians for 
nearly twenty-five years, and even 
young voters of today, who heard 
the story repeated so many times, 
were unwilling to have it tried 
again. 

If Poland, with the majority of 
its former citizenry at home, could 
have had an election such as Hun- 
gary and Austria have had, the re- 
sult would have been the same as in 
Austria—and it would have been in 
harmony with the promise made to 
all nations by the Big Three, 
namely, that they would have 
“free” elections in the true sense 


Of that word. 


Lithuania and Latvia would also 
have gone that way if they could 
have had a “free” election before 
thousands of their citizens were 
temoved from their homeland, and 
among them the ones on whom the 


citizenry could have best depended 
for leadership.

I am going to read to you, and 
to those who may be similarly- 
minded, a letter which a twenty- 
two year old French boy wrote to 
his family on the day he was exe- 
cuted in Germany for giving en- 
couragement to Germany’s enemies. 
This boy’s name was Roger Piron- 
neau. He was the son of a prom- 
inent physician and nephew of the 
editor-in-chief of two French 
papers, 

Roger was incarcerated at Mont 
Valerian, a fortress outside Paris, 
where so many hostages were shot. 

When the young man was 
brought before the Military Tri- 
bunal for a trial, he said that he 
wanted no lawyer to defend him, 
because, as he observed, “I did my 
duty as a Frenchman. I am your 
enemy. I ask no favors:” When 
he said he was an enemy of the 
Germans he did not mean it in the 
sense that he hated them. He 
meant that as a Frenchman he was 
naturally on the other side of the 
war. That he actually loved every- 
body, including his executioners, 
and thus imitated Christ, is clear 
from his letter. It reads; 


Farewell Letter 
To His Family 
Adored Family: 

“I am going to be shot soon now, 
It is now 9:15 in the 
morning. This is a mixture of joy 
and sorrow.

Rev. Edward Swanstrom 
Reports Necessity Of 
Foodstuffs, Clothing 


New York, Dec. 3 —(NC) — 


“Before I left the United States, | © 
I saw pictures of starving people. | # 
Now, God knows, I have seen the| 


reality—and it hurts. It is much 


more gruesome and _ horrifying e 


than any picture. It is an awful 
feeling to see people starve before 
‘your eyes, and to have nothing in 
your hands to give them.” 

With these words, the Rev. Dr. 
Edward W. Swanstrom, Assistant 
Executive Director of War Relief 
Services-National Catholic 
fare Conference, described condit- 
ions as he has seen them in Bel- 
gium, Holland, France, Germany, 
and Austria and Poland, where he 
currently is working and confer- 
ring with aides on relief efforts. 

“Pour those goods over there 
as fast as you can, is all I can 
say. Your are saving lives. Until 
you see thousands of refugees 
milling aimlessly up and down the 
roads chocked with the homeless, 
children huddled in broken angles 
of walls against mothers who of- 
fer them no more than a body’s 
Warmth, bodies of men bent against 
wind and sleet and rain, you can’t 
have the faintest conception of 
what being homeless and hungry 
actually means. I will be ashamed 
to be comfortable again. These 
scenes, repeated over and over 
with deadly repetition, haunt me. 
The fight for survival in a fox- 
hole didn’t stop—foxholes still are 
offering shelter to thousands.”

Fr. Schwitalla Rejects Two Findings 
Of Report Of Social Disease Education 


Washington, Dec. 3.—(NC)—Motion picture and radio 


scripts intended for the general public are not suitable meth- 
ods in a program of public education and community action 
for venereal disease control, social hygiené and social protec- 
tion, and instruction in personal prophylatic practice, “if by 
these words is meant contraceptive procedure,” can never 


be justified. 


These two objections were raised 
by the Rev. Alphonse M Schwital- 
la, S.J., president of the Catholic 
Hospital Association, in a minority 
opinion embodied in a report pre- 
pared for the U. 8S. Public Health 
Service by its Advisory Committee 
on Public Education for the Pre- 
vention of Venereal Diseases. 
Father Schwitalla was a member 
of this committee whose findings 
have been delivered to the Sur- 
geon General. 


While generally endorsing the 
report, which seeks to define broad 
general principles and to coordin- 
ate venereal disease education by 
Federal, State and local health de- 

artments with community action, 

ather Schwitalla finds himself 
unable to agree with the proposals 
regarding radio and motion picture 
publicity, 

“It is generally admitted,” he 
writes in his minoity opinion, “by 
all the members of the Advisory 
Committee, that t« be effective ra- 
dio and motion picture scripts must 
be graded ‘in content, appeal, mio- 
tivation and presentation’ for clas- 
sified and selected audiences.

Rome, Dec. 3—(NC)—Apostolic administrators, vested 
with full jurisdiction of Ordinaries, have been appointed by 
Cardinal Augustus Hlond, Primate of Poland, for dioceses in 
western Poland embracing former German territory, ac- 


cording to Polish Chaplains News. 


It is indicated that these 


measures were taken as a result of the expulsion of all 


German nationals, including priests‘ 
and Religious, from territory un- 
der Polish civil jurisdiction. 


Among the ecclesiastical districts 
affected by these measures is the 
Diocese of Warmia (Ermland) in 
East Prussia, where the ecclesias- 
tical duties of the Ordinary, Bis- 
hop Maximilian Kaller, have been 
reportedly assigned to the Rev. 
Theodore Bensch; and part of the 
Archdiocese of Breslau where the 
Rev. Charles Milik has been ap- 
pointed administrator for the dis- 
trict of lower Silesia, with official 
residence at Breslau. 


Administrators have also been 
named, according to Polish Chap- 
lains News, for the diocese of Cul- 
ma and Danzig, which have been 


placed in charge of the Rev. Dr.}j 


Wronka, and the district of East 
Pomerania and Lubusk, which is 
being administered by the Rev. 
Edmond Nowicki, with prelature 
at Pila. 


Most of the priests and religious 
who are evicted from Poland and 
Czechoslovakia are being deported 
to the Russian zone of occupation 
in Germany, mainly to Saxony, 
Thuringia and Macklenburge.

You Are Alive—Death has been 
a very frequent visitor to many na- 
tions during the past few years. 
Millions of souls have been usher- 
ed rapidly before the judgment 
seat of the Eternal Judge. The 
young and strong were dying, in 
addition to the aged and ill. Men 
were killing men; whole countries 
were starving and yet the Ameri- 
cans, at most, were only slightly 
uncomfortable. Violent death was 
the order of the day for many peo- 
ples and yet you were chosen to 
continue to live and work. 

Visiting a veterans’ hospital is 
a sobering experience for anyone. 
To see the blind and the maimed— 
youth who have paid an irreparable 
price for victory, brings tears to 
hearts.

To the above letter he wrote a 
postcript at 10:1§ in the morning— 
less than two horrs before his exe- 
cution—in which he said: “I am 
calm, serene.

He certainly resisted the spirit of 
selfishness when he said it was a 
great pleasure for him to shake 
hands with his guards, agents of 
the Gestapo.

King of kings and the Lord of 
lords, who had exchanged the glory 
of His Heavenly home for the pov- 
erty and privation of Bethlehem 
and Nazareth, who could have been 
ministered to by angels, had al- 
lowed Himself, purely out of love 
for every human being, to be tor- 
tured, even unto a cruel death, by 
men who lived on hatred; then he, 
Roger, insignificant as compared to 
Christ, should follow His example. 

Those who hate others, hate 
themselves as is evident from their 
discontented frame of mind. On 
the other hand, those who love 
others, even their enemies, get real 
satisfaction from it, because it be- 
speaks a victory over self and self-| 
ishness. 


The spirit of hate is not con- 
fined to individuals. For many 
years we have observed how domi- 
nant it is among organized groups 
which sought to foment bad will 
towards people of a particular re- 
ligion or a particular race. We have 
seen it at work on a _ national 
scale, through what are commonly 
called offices of propaganda. 


During the entire war, those who 
were entrusted with the supreme 
command in every nation acted on 
the theory that the armed forces of 
their countries would fight harder 
if they could be filled with hatred 
towards their enemies. That hatred 
has today become a state of mind 
with the people difficult to correct. 
In fact, because we fear that the 
defeated enemy might recover 
streneth.if we manifest sympathy 
and forgiveness, there is no likeli- 
hood that any propaganda effort 
designed to remove the now exist- 
ing hatred will be made. 


Other Troubles Are 
Due To Selfishness 


The root cause of ill-will, hatred, 
of revenge, is, as I have noted, 
selfishness. What we do not hke 
in an individual or a group, or a 
nation, we manifest in our conduct. 
We join with others who are simi- 
larly-minded, either to promote our 
interests or to oppose the interests 
of those whom we do not like. 

As to groups, I hardly need to 
tell you that the unpleasant rela- 
tions today between Capital and 
Labor also spring from selfishness. 
Capita] wants a fair return, or even 
more than a fair return on its 
business; and Labor wants a fair, 
or even more than a fair remunera- 
tion for services rendered. 

Racial prejudice also springs, in 
large part, from bad will. 

As to the individual, you could 
not name a sin against any of the 
Commandments which has not its 
roots in selfishness. When the 
child disobeys its parents, it is be- 
cause he wants his own way; when 
he lies, it is either to protect him- 
self or to escape a scolding or pun- 
ishment; when he steals it is be- 
cause he is willing to gratify self- 
ishness to the extent of loss to an- 
other; when he indulges his appe- 
tite or passions, he is surrendering 
to a selfish impulse. The one who 


yields to laziness, which is nothing 
more than coddling the disinclina- 
tion instead of resisting it. Most 
of those who do not attend public 
divine services on Sunday also yield 
to, when they should fight, self- 
indulgence. 


You Only Make 
Yourself Unhappy 


The one who. like yourself, nurses 


himself rather than his neighbor 
unhappy, which means. that, even 
apart from the wrong of it, bad 
will is foolish. It hurts the one 
who harbors it much more than it 
hurts its object.

stinct in the opposite direction. It 
you would overcome a habit of an- 
ger you must try repeatedly to be 
patient; if you would fight your 
appetite for alcoholic drink, you 
must strive to be temperate; if you 
would conquer lust, you must try to 
live purely if you would overcome 
hatred, you must practice charity. 
Even the pagan philosophers taught 
that “contraries are cured by con- 
traries,” and no habit is ever over- 
eome by continuing to indulge in it. 
If you wished to put a fire out you 
could not do so by adding more 
fuel to it. 


As we approach Christmas, let us 
all try to cultivate good will, and 
to do so especially by fighting our 
habit of bad will.

Every service man | 
spoke with expressed disappointment that he should come home 
and find so much talk of another war. We don’t want another | 
war. We hate war! We've seen what war can do to a country—| 
its people and possessions, and we know that if there is another 
war, America too will be torn asunder by the rude paws of war. 
We don’t want this to happen ever. No matter how much we 
may differ in opinion on labor questions, religion, or racial subjects, 
we are all one when we express the fervent hope that there will 
be another war never. 

But though we are strong in our hatred against war we 
still know not how to go about preventing it. We are unsure of 
ourselves, unsettled. We feel strange and “a little extra” in this 
postwar world. We look around us at all the:veterans’ organiza- 
tons and wonder which one is the right one to join, which one 
can give us the power and thrust to strike out against the demon 
war. 

We worry about the uneasy relations with Russia. We won- 
der if our sons are going to have to serve in a national army and 
we don’t exactly approve of the idea that they shall. We want 
America to be strong but we don’t believe that conscription is the 
way. We are fearful lest the atomic bomb in the wrong hands 
blow our civilization back to the middle ages. 

All of these things bother us. We feel a little bit as though 
the past five years has, after all, been in vain. We think that 
Sometimes ‘our leaders are not firm enough in their dealings with 
Our allies. But we know little of how to solve these perplexing 
problems—much less than they. We hope and pray that some- 
thing can be worked out soon to give us back that old security 
ot feeling—that old sense that we can work, marry, raise a fam- 
ily and not be bothered with the spectre of war. : 

I believe that most of us realize that the world can only have 
Peace when all of us decide that God must be a vital part of our 
DAILY lives. | |

What was the status of religious schools in Germany be- 


fore the war, and what is the status now? 


Prior to the year 1933 the public 
elementary school system of Ger- 
many was based on respect for the 
will of the parents. There were 
denominational schools—Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish; also in- 
ter-denominational Christian 
schools, where separate religious 
instruction was given for the dif- 
ferent denominations; and “free” 
schools in which no religious in- 
struction was imparted.

Simmons’ case is entirely dif- 
ferent. He was in pre-flight 
school at St..Mary’s and play- 
ing on the pre-flight team there, 
not on the St. Mary’s College 
team that established such a 
great record on the coast during 
the past season until upset in the 
last game of the season by U. C. 
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L. A. When the Navy closed its 
pre-flight schools those enrolled 
in them were given 

charge from service. Simmons 
was one of th 
was free to choose his own 
school, he enrolled

going there. 


While Notre Dame recefved pre- 
cious few athletes as transfer stu- 
dents during the war, the Navy 
V-12 did give the university a bi 
break in that it enabled the schoo 
to retain a number of its own var- 
sity athletic stars for a varying 
period of time. For instance, . 
gelo Bertelli was lost during the 
middle of the 1943 season because 
he moved on to marine corps of- 
ficers training, when Ray Kuffel 
did, but, because he also was en- 
rolled in the Navy’s V-12 program, 
Johnny Lujack was on hand to take 
Bertelli’s place and remain in 
school until the following spring. 
Because he also was a V-12 trainee, 
Bob Kelly was enabled to play the 
second half of the 1943 season and 
all of the 1944 season with Notre 
Dame. There are others, but those 
are .examples of the help Notre 
Dame’s football teams received be- 
cause the V-12 program was in 
force at the university. The Navy 
didn’t send any outstanding ath- 
letes to Notre Dame, such as it did 
to other schools, but at least it did- 
n’t take any away, either. It tried, 
in one or two cases, but rescinded 
its orders after nearing protests.

depend upon their own players, all 
of whom were civilians, such as 
4-F’s, those under 18, and so on.” 


Perhaps many other followers 
of college football are under that 
impression, too, so it might be 
well te look at the record and 
clear things up a bit. 

Since the complete V-12 pro- 
gram was instituted at Notre 
Dame two years ago last spring 
—and at all other schools, as 
well—not one outstanding ath- 
lete has been transferred to 
Notre Dame from any other 


would have been useful to Notre 
Dame, they would have been 
sent elsewhere, just as were all 
“big name” athletes. 


As a matter of fact, Notre Dame 
authorities had, io battle against 
the Navy’s contemplated action, 
two years ago last spring, of trans- 
ferring some of Notre Dame’s own 
athletes to other schools for V-12 
training which they could get right 
on the Notre Dame campus. 


As most of you know, the trans- 
fer of athletes, and other students, 
of course, who were enrolled in 
the Navy’s V-12 program, was 
made necessary because only a few 
schools, comparatively, had the V- 
12 program.

Nine members of Wisconsin’s 
great 1942 team were transfer- 
red en masse to Michigan, while 
nearly all of Minnesota’s great 
players went to Northwestern. 
I say “nearly all” of them be- 
cause the greatest one of them 
all, Bill Daley, All-American 
fullback, was sent to Michigan, 
the only Minnesota athlete who 
was sent to that school. With 
Daley and the nine stars from 
Wisconsin, plus their own cap- 
able material, Michigan was able 
to tie Purdue for the Big Ten 
title in 1943, 


Purdue’s 1943 team which was 
able to get that Big Ten tie with 
Michigan was made up mostly 
of Illinois players of the previous 
year, including the late Tony 
Butkovich, the Big Ten’s indiv- 


idual champion scorer in f.

Secular Press Sounds Grave Warnings Long

Issued By Catholic Authorities And Press 


Washington, Dec. 3—(NC)—The grave warnings sounded by Catholic authorities and 
reinforced by editorial comment in the Catholic Press have at last found a counterpart in 
the secular papers of the nation. 

During the week just passed there was what amounted to a revolution against the 
continued coddling of communists, and against complacency in permitting communists and 


those who scoff at American 
in the Government. 
Developments included the res- 


eve of the United Nations Con- 


ignation of our Ambassador to oneiference in San Francisco, warned: 


of the world’s great powers, a bar- 
rage of newspaper comment such as 
has been seldom seen, and a Capitol 
Hill reaction that is still reverber- 
ating and probably will continue to 
do so. 


Resigning as American Ambas- 
sador to China, Maj. Gen. Patrick 
J. Hurley said his efforts to carry 
out his work in Chungking were 
hampered by American career dip- 
lomats there, and that when he 
sought relief from the situation 
these men “were placed in the 
Chinese and Far Eastern division 
of the State Department as my 
supervisors.” In the Department, 
he further charged, “most of them 
have continued to side with the 
communist armed party and at 
times with the imperialist bloc, 
against American policy.” 

Two passages in the statement 
issued by General Hurley on this 
occasion strikingly recall the state- 
ment issued by the Catholic Bishops 
of the United States on November 
18. 


General Hurley said, that “we 
began the war with the principles 
of the Atlantic Charter and democ- 
racy as our goal,” yet with the end 
of the war in the Far East, our 
Lend-Lease supplies were being 
used “to undermime democracy and 
bolster imperialism and commu- 
nism,” 

The Bishops in their statement 
said: “In the Atlantic Charter we 
were given the broad outline of the 
peace for which we fought and bled 
and, at an incalculable price, won 
& grand martial victory. It was 
that ideal of peace which sustained 
us through the war, which inspired 
the heroic defense of liberty by mil- 
lions driven underground in en- 
slaved countries. It made all op- 
Pressed nations confide in us as 
the trustee of their freedom. It 
was the broad outline of a good 
peace. Are we going to give up 
this ideal of peace? If, under the 
pretext of a false realism, we do 
so, then we shall stand face to face 


with the awful catastrophe of 
atomic war.” :

“Tsolationism, whether expressed 
in the refusal of a nation to assume 
its obligations in the international 
community, or masked in the set- 
ting up of a sphere of influence in 
which a great nation surrounds 
itself with weak puppet states, or 
disguised in a balance of power 
policy, is no answer to the world’s 
problems, or indeed to the prob- 
lems of any nation. There is, how- 
ever, the danger present -at this 
time, that if in the name of realism 
an attempt is made to substitute 
for a juridical world institution 
what is in effect only an Alliance 
of the Great Powers, many nations 
will take refuge in isolationism. 
Disillusionment in our country will 
express itself in the isolationism 
of the abstentionist.” 


Subsequently, the Catholic Press 
reported a series of happenings 
which was leading persons of di- 
vergent interests to believe that 
communists were pursuing a policy 
deliberately designed to confuse 
issues and aggravate already des- 
perate situations in Europe, in the 
hope of disgusting this country with 
participation in European—and par- 
ticularly Eastern European—af- 
fairs. Such tactics, it was argued, 
would promote such a public clamor 
for the recall of our troops that we 
should not be able to maintain in 
Europe an occupation force of any 
consequence. This, it was con- 
tended, would leave a comparatively 
clear field to Russia, already on the 
scene, since that country would not 
fear an England left to stand alone.
